Mr. Erskine an unexpe- 
rienced young man, aliuough not ciothed with 
power to conclude any arrangeiacnt at all, was 
prevailed on to sign an arrangement contrary to 
his express @fetructions. Mr. Madison too, as 
well as the other, ventured to act in that instance 
without power, or any legal auibority. But 
there must be * a wheel within a whee! .? else 
perhaps it wont work right at last. Whe British 
government from a strong desire of peace, may 
possitly approve the arrangement; and then 
the terrible Napoleon wiil claw us unmerciful- 
ly. —Good luck! here is an expedient.—W hile 
we accept ihe proffered reparation for the at- 
tack on the Chesapeake, we will in the very act 
of acceptance give the honor of king George 
stich athrust, that he must of necessity disavow 
the arrangement ;‘and then we will reproach 
him of perfidy for the disavowal.

On Tuesday last, the Circuit Court of the Uni- 
ted States terminated its session at New-Haven. 
At the commencement of the term there were 
pending twenty-three indictments and civil suits 
in favour of the U. States, chiefly tor pretended 
violations of the embargo laws. In five of the 
cases, the defendants had not been served Ww ith 
process—one Was discontinued, and one contin- 
ticd by agreement of the parties——one other was 
continued on motion of the defendant, and four 
on motion of the district Attorney. In three the 
“learned Attorney” entered a Noite, and the 
other cight were tried and issued syainst the 
U. States. 

If it should be,asked how it hanpened that 
the District Attorney was so unsuccessful in 
these prosecutions, armed as he is with the 
purse andthe sword of the nation, it may be re-

“ i llave been long enough engaged in similar 
pursuits to know that, to deseribe with suilicient 
lniuuteness, every part and particular of this 
state, is no easy task ; even m a Geographical 
Sketch, the object of which is toexhibit a  Va- 
tional View of ihe whole. But the task is much 
greater in the work now contemplated, where 
cach County, ‘Town, City, Village and Municipal 
Corporation, forms a separate topic, and re- 
quires a separate description. Much of the in- 
formation necessary in this work must be collect- 
ed by correspondence. I am therefore under 
the necessity of addressing men of information, 
and soliciting their assistance, residing in every 
of those sub-divisions throughout the state. 

“In general, the Town Clerk in each town 
will be addressed for inf-rmation, with one of 
these letters: presuming that that officer will be 
best able to furnish an accurate description of 
the town in which he resides. Vhis deserip- 
tion, it is wished, may embrace every object 
worthy of notice ina work of this kind. Sueh 
as the Name, Boundaries, Situation, Extent and 
Population of the ‘Fown: its Products, state of 
Improvement, Public Buildings, &e. &e.—What 
are the Mineral Producuons, its Metals, (if any) 
and Manufectures; its Mountains, Lakes, Riv- 
ers, Ponds and natural and artificial Advanta- 
ges '—When, and by whom settled? and what 
has been the increase of sctilers, Widin any 
known period ? What number of Mis of differ- 
ent kinds ; what Factories, and the advantages 
(if remarkable) for water works? The number 
of Meeting Houses, Schooi Houses, &kc.—is the 
land held in fee or by lease? ad what is now 
the probable populati n, by computation ¢ 

“In short, every article of intelligence which 
would be necessary to give an intelhgent ard 
observing strangey, a just ideaof the Town, Ci-

ON THE CULTURS OF HEMP. 


Tn the course of two months past several tons 
of Ifemp have passed throne’ this town, whicle 
produced in Boston about 415 dollars per ton; 
ant of course must be the most profitable kind 
of produce which can be raised on a farm, For 
this reason we shall say something on the mode 
of cultivating this valuable article, in order to 
call the attention of those who have land which 
is proper for the purpose, to the subject, a9 Uns 
is the most proper season for sowing the seed. 

Theve is no soil in which Heinp will thrive so 
well as in fine. fat, rich, black sandy mould; be- 
cause sueh land produces fewer weeds than any 
other; and generally coniaius much of (hat mois 
ture and nurture which are necessary for Hemp. 
Manure is not absolutely necessary for it; but a 
suitable soil and gwod tillage, are indispensable. 
The mould should be deep, light, and easil¥ 
penetrated, for the tender Sbres of the roots are 
easily impeded, ard if checked afe -no leager 
capable of performing their proper 0 ces. 
Great judgment and nicety are necessary 1) 
choice of seed, as there is much of it which 1s 
of but little value; that which is good, is heavy, 
bright and of an oily gloss‘ness. Such as ans-—, 
wers this deseription, without any mixiire, Wal 
be found to be of a good quality. ‘There 1s Of 
(cn a mixiure of immature secds, which neatly, 
resen.vle the good seed; but the appearance 
them is deceptive, as they have never been prop- 
erly impregnated.

BY AUTHORITY. 


AN ACT

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
preseniatives of the United Smtes of America, 
in Congress assembled, ‘That from and afier the 
passage of this act, no British or French armed 
Vessel shall be permitted to enter the harbours 
or Waters under the jurisdiction of the United 
States ; but every British or French armed ves- 
selis hereby interdicted, except when they shall 
be forced in by distress, by the dangers of the 
sea, or when charged with dispatches or busi- 
ness from their governments, or coming as a 
public packet for the conveyance of letters; in 
which case as well as in ail others, when they 
shall be permitted to enter, the commanding of- 
ficer shall immediately report his vessel to the 
collector of the district, stating the ebject or 
causes of jis entering the harbors or waters of 
ihe United States; and shall take such position 
therein as shall be assigned him by such collec- 
tor, and shall conform himself, his vessel and 
crew, tosuch regulations respecting health, re-
